Pearls occur 
when a particle soiT-minres sand, but more 
likely a parasite enters the shell ol the mollusc 
and irritates (ho soft tissue The particle p-cks up 
epithelial cells whief I her form into a sac (known 
os the pearl) which secretes a substance called 
nacre, lire substance mat makes up the infarioi 
of the mollusc shell. The layers build up abound 
each other around the irritant which in turn 
becomes a pearl.
